Products of rare beauty are to be found 
at Dunham & Chalfant, 660 Irving Park 
Road, Chicago 13, Ill. Here are not 
only antique works of art from Japan 
but original bronze and ceramic acces- 
sories, painted and carved screens, 
made for them in the Orient by skilled 
craftsmen supervised by Akio Saito, the 
firm’s resident partner in Kyoto, who 
also is the liaison with private art 
sources where antiques are obtained. 
The products, each one-of-a-kind, are 
exclusive with the firm and have been 
selected as representative of an art tra- 
dition in keeping with cultivated stand- 
ards of Japanese taste. Each artist, 
working in his own workshop or home, 
exercises his own judgment although 
basic requirements must be met and 
each product shows a definite personal- 
ity and variation. In this group are 
paintings, signed by the artist, planters 
based on the traditional hibachi designs 
and urns of bronze or ceramic either 
drilled for wiring as lamp bases or to 
be used as vases.

One of the iargest collections of art ever assembled by 
a commercial organization is the outstanding decorative 
feature in the new sixty-story office building of The 
Chase Manhattan Bank. Works ranging from primitive 
Americana to recently painted abstracts can be seen in 
practically all 37 floors occupied by the Bank—in re- 
ception areas, departmental offices, executive offices, even 
in the elegantly appointed executive washroom. Pur- 
chased on a total budget of $500,000, these works of art 
were chosen by a special committee, which included 
noted museum officials, and are part of the Bank’s over- 
all design concept that fine art is the best complement to 
contemporary architecture. 

The building which houses this unusual collection is a 
modern glass-and-aluminum skyscraper designed by the 
architectural firm of Skidmore, Owings & Merrill. Fine 
art is by no means the only outstanding feature of the 
building which, according to Bank president David 
Rockefeller, “utilizes new concepts of architecture to ex- 
press a contemporary image of banking.” The overall 
design concept of the building also departs from es- 
tablished traditions in other ways, especially in its utiliza- 
tion of premium-priced land. Located in New York’s fi- 
nancial district at 1 Chase Manhattan Plaza (a new ad- 
dress created for the Bank) the building occupies less 
than 30 % of the 2'% acre site purchased by the Bank. 
The remaining area is being planned as a plaza which 
will roof over three floors, include trees, sculpture and 
a garden court. When the entire project, including the 
plaza, is completed in 1963, the cost of land and all 
basic construction will be an estimated $120 million. 

The project took form in 1955 when Skidmore, Owings 
& Merrill were called in to study the area purchased by 
the Bank. What finally evolved was the sixth tallest build- 
ing in the world (813 feet high) and the largest com- 
mercial office structure built in more than a quarter of 
a century. These facts, however, give only an indication 
of the vast amount of study, planning and talent that 
was involved in the overall installation, for in addition 
to the design of the building, SOM was also responsible 
for designing and furnishing 37 floors and 6 underground 
levels which serve to accommodate the Bank’s head office 
staff of 7500 (the remaining floors are leased to other 
tenants). The Contract Division of B. Altman & Com- 
pany were managing contractors for interior furnishings. 

The execution of so vast a project obviously requires 
a big working team, and it is as a team that SOM works. 
Heading the architectural-engineering department is J. 
Walter Severinghaus who supervised the overall project 
and represented his firm in the numerous meetings and 
consultations with Bank management. Interior planning 
was under the direction of Davis B. Allen, SOM’s chief

interior designer for the Chase project. Needless to say 
there was considerable overlapping of all departments 
whose coordinated efforts are largely responsible for the 
building’s well integrated architecture and interior design. 

Planning space for 7500 was one of the most difficult 
problems, and the final solution was reached only after 
a careful and detailed analysis of the function and inter- 
relationship of every department. Once the decision was 
made as to which floor was the best location for various 
departments, grooved module boards were made for each 
floor showing division of space and furniture arrange- 
ment. After these were approved, the next step was to 
construct 14” scale model rooms of each V. P. office type. 
complete with model furniture. The final stage was a 
setup of five offices and a reception area on one floor 
of the building showing various alternate proposals for 
furniture, fabrics, floor coverings, accessories and colors. 
Here, Bank management could not only see what the 
furnishings would look like in actual installation, but 
could also test them for performance, Several proto- 
types of the same piece of furniture were made by dif- 
ferent manufacturers in order to study quality and 
finish, and fifteen different carpets were tested. When the 
final choices were made, these areas were disassembled. 

Because SOM provided a wide selection of basic fur- 
niture types and materials, no two offices are completely 
alike. Executives, in interviews with SOM, could select 
from as many as 30 different fabrics, 5 types of marble 
and 2400 basic types of furniture which offered as many 
as 56,000 possible variations. Nearly all these furnishings 
were especially designed for the installation including up- 
holstery materials as well as furniture. A new “natural 
look” leather, for example, was developed simulating 
Himalayan goat skins, giving the leather a_highly- 
textured look and three-dimensional quality. This was 
used in nine special color variations. 

Even with these many basic variations, the Bank felt 
something further was needed to give individuality to 130 
executive offices covering five floors. To achieve this, 
Ward Bennett was retained by SOM as a consultant on 
furniture and furnishings. His major efforts were directed 
toward the selection of accessories and art objects which 
would reflect each executive’s work area or personal in- 
terests. Working from facts gained by personal inter- 
views, samples of materials used in each office and a 
keen eye for the unusual and interesting, Bennett spent 
six weeks traveling through five European countries and 
the Orient gathering the widest assortment of accessories 
and art pieces. He designed marble ash trays, cigarette 
boxes and planters and had them made in Italy; crystal 
pieces were especially made in Finland. His selection 
of art objects ranges from pre-Columbian to small con- 
temporary paintings, from Egyptian heads to American 


weathervanes. When the huge shipments arrived, a large 


portion of one floor was required to house them for 


assembling into individual groups. As a result, each 
executive office stands as a personal expression of the 
man who works in it.

The Chase Manhattan Bank is to be commended for 
the overall design concept of its new building, for 
creating a structure which has air space around it 
and for providing a spot that can be enjoyed by all 
who see it. There can be no doubt that 1 Chase Man- 
hattan Plaza will become a landmark of the future 
which is not only an architectural asset to the city but 
also one that is bound to exert a strong influence to- 


wards greater civic improvement. 
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Top floor of building, 60 stories high, is 
used for executive dining rooms with 
glass walls on all four sides commanding 
a spectacular view of Manhattan and 
surrounding boroughs; two views above

Revamped Duplex 


W hen The Sound of Music closed for two weeks vaca- 
tion last summer, its vivacious star Mary Martin decided 
the New York duplex apartment she occupies with her 
husband Richard Halliday needed a good going-over, 
Left in the capable hands of her interior designer, 
Michael Greer, A.I.D.. N.S.1.D., the apartment was 
stripped of all furniture, some of which was sent to be 
reupholstered, new Roman shades and curtains were in- 
stalled, walls painted, a vinyl tile floor laid, and new 
furnishings added wherever required. The furniture 
owned by the Hallidays is widely eclectic in style includ- 
ing pieces of English, French, Chinese, Italian and con- 
temporary design. In addition, they are avid collectors 
and are especially proud of their rare collection of 
clasped hands in gold, ivory, wood and brass ranging 
from Mrs. Halliday’s engagement ring to a carved ivory 
piece presented to her by the Eskimos.

They also like to surround themselves with 
personal mementoes—photographs of their children, 
records of trips—as well as paintings and photographs 
of their many friends. From these widely varied belong- 
ings, which could easily have ended up in chaotic dis- 
order, designer Greer has created an apartment that is 
highly personal in character but gay and inviting in its 
overall décor. When Miss Martin returned to her apart- 
ment she was naturally delighted with the results, and 
dispatched a note of thanks to her interior designer say- 
ing so and adding that it was “the loveliest homecoming 
we have ever had.” From the photographs picturing the 
attractive results, shown here, one can well believe it... 
another instance of where the assistance of qualified pro- 
fessional interior design has enhanced the total impact

Cliff Dwelling of the Future featured here is about as close to space-age living gs 
we have come. Built high in the Hollywood Hills, the 
house rests like an eagle’s aerie atop a 30-foot high, 
five-foot thick, concrete column.

Theme And Variations 


Ti the first time in many years the full magnitude of the 


musical instrument collection of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art is revealed in the current exhibition, Musical 
Instruments of Five Continents, one of the fine exhibitions 
of the year and one of the largest displays of historic 
musical instruments ever held in America. The musical 
instruments of Africa, Asia, Europe, North and South 
America, from antiquity through the 19th century, are 
surveyed in nearly 1500 instruments ranging from an- 
cient Egyptian harps through gilded baroque harpsi- 
chords which are still in playing condition. With such 
a wealth of material on view, the exhibition is actually 
a superb documentary show; but as an art exhibition it 
is not an easy one to view because one is not in the habit 
of recognizing musical instruments as art forms, Their 
ornamentation, since it is integrated with the instruments’ 
function, is therefore even more to be admired: one sees 
the beauty of an instrument’s total aspect “in forms and 
materials determined by its sonic purpose.” Most startling 
of the African instruments are lyres made of human skulls 
and animal horns, contrasted with stringed instruments. 
intricately carved and decorated with colorful metallic 
inlays. Asian instruments take the shape of a peacock, 
complete with feathers; an Indian bell hangs from the 
mouth of a brass cobra, poised to strike; a Burmese 


xylophone rides on a dragon’s back; a Japanese drum

assumes the flowing form of a fish; and a crouching 
wooden tiger, with bristling whiskers, proves to be a 
Japanese temple instrument. Animal shapes reappear in 
North and South American instruments: _ brilliantly 
painted Northwest American Indian rattles are carved in 
the form of birds, like fragments of totem poles; and a 
pre-Hispanic Peruvian clay trumpet takes the form of a 
snarling jaguar. Notable among the European instru- 
ments is a famed golden harpsichord, covered with gilded 
relief sculpture and carried on the backs of gilded tritons; 
the design for the harpsichord, built in 17th-century 
Italy, is attributed to the baroque sculptor Alessandro 
Algardi. European keyboard instruments also include the 
historic Cristofori piano, one of two existing pianos built 
by Bartolomeo Cristofori, who invented the instrument 
early in the 18th century. A colorful array of carved, 
gilded and painted keyboard instruments traces the devel- 
opment of keyboard music from the 15th through the 
19th centuries. European stringed and wind instruments 
include Stradivari violins, hurdy-gurdies and delicate 
bagpipes played by ladies at the court of Louis XV; 
trombones in the form of dragons, and lyre guitars 
fashionable among ladies of the Empire period. The 
Metropolitan collection of musical instruments numbers 
4,000 specimens from all parts of the world, rivaled only 


by the Royal Conservatory in Brussels.

Ya-Chun Wang 


Chinese art occupies a unique place with interior de- 
signers, and those familiar with the fanciful Chinese 
landscapes in the exquisite painting of Ya-Chun Wang 
in his comprehensive showings at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the China Institute and the universities 
of Harvard, Yale and Columbia, know the subtlety of 
his art with the brush and how well it blends with both 
the modern and traditional styles of décor. Prof. Wang 
achieves his unique effects in diagonal projection with 
a technique that appears effortless, a lighthearted dash 
at once sprightly and altogether enchanting, as revealed 
in the examples of fabrics from the collections of Greeff, 
Jofa, F. Schumacher, and Stroheim & Romann, selected 
for presentation here. His technique, while impression- 
istic — and looking fragile enough to be blown away 
with a breath — will nevertheless be found imparting 
detail enough to capture the full spirit of the subject 
in line and mass, contributing to the informal quality of 
the artist’s individual style, as represented in the many 
paintings by him in American homes. Prof. Wang, a 
U.S. citizen, is well-known as an artist and educator in 
China, having spent a number of years teaching Western 
art at the National Central University, Nanking, where 
he is remembered as a master of brush-stroke in water- 
color.

In Memoriam 

Helen Park Prem, of Deer Meadow, Staatsburg and New 
York City, died on Friday, July 21, after a long illness, 
A preliminary service was held in Poughkeepsie, follow. 
ing which a final service was held in the Chapel at 
Spring Grove, Cincinnati. Born in Cincinnati on January 
13, 1912, the daughter of Professor Clyde W. and Mabel 
Ressler Park, she was married on June 16, 1946 to 
Richard Robert Prem. In professional circles she was 
best known as Helen Park, an active member of AID. 
NSID and The Decorators Club of New York. But 
the story of her career is a strangely interesting one 
from beginning to end. For initial education she was
